marching to the Ardelt Plant. Only a small percentage of the windows in 
the western barracks section and 'the eastern barracks section were lighted 
in the ev en ing s. The buildings in the eastern section were being repaired.

It was rumored a.'.ong the Sberswaldo population that German Vollcspolizei 
would cove into the Artillerie Kaserne on 1 October 1950. (2) 
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The S c huetsen Kaserne on Bemauer-IIeerstrasse seemed to be occupied to 
capacity between 27 August and 1 September 1950. Host of the windows of 
the installation were lighted in the evenings. A German working there 
said that each building quartered about !j.00 troops, and the whole Gchuetzen. 
Kaserne Quartered about 5,000 troops. The largest unit in die billeting 
area appeared to be an AAA unit. Other units there, in order of size, were 
a unit with rail-type rocket launchers, and tank, AT artillery and signal 
units.
